THE HOMELESS 

Over the last decade, I have had 
the privilege of serving those who do 
not have access to health care in our 
community. The majority of these fine 
people have been unhoused. This is the 
hardest and most rewarding job I have 
ever had. I have seen people who liter- 
ally have only the clothes on their backs, 
shoeless, hungry and filled with despair 
walk into our clinic. We offered them 
the bare minimum: a little food, a hot 
drink, some medical care and a listen- 
ing ear. We watched these people make 
dramatic changes because they learned 
that they really did deserve care. This is 
part of preventative medicine. 

The economic system that we live in 
is brutal to the unhoused. People that 
struggle with limited resources are fur- 


ther punished for their suffering. We see 
the toll that living without the protection 
of shelter has on the body and the mind. 
Even common diseases with common 
treatments like diabetes are unnecessar- 
ily difficult to manage. Insulin for diabetic 
management needs to be refrigerated but 
without a house with a refrigerator, this life 
saving medicine is inaccessible. The result 
is that uncontrolled diabetes eventually 
leads to a loss of tissue and infection lead- 
ing up through the body which results in 
death, one amputation at atime. 

This is completely preventable. We 
at Occupy Medical are dedicated to the 
proposition that healthcare is a human 
right and housing is part of the equa- 
tion. Tonight, on the longest night of the 
year, we mourn those who were denied 
that right. We will not forget your loss. 
We will continue the fight for justice. A 
roof is good medicine. Bless you all.

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An Alesong 
for the People 


EUGENE’S ALESONG IS USING SOCIAL DISTANCING MEASURES TO 
EXPLORE NEW WAYS OF INTRODUCING ITS BEER TO PEOPLE

riving out to Alesong’s breweryis almost 
like an adventure for those who rarely 
leave the metro boundaries. It’s ascenic 
drive filled with trees and twists and 
turns that you normally encounter when 
visiting one of Willamette Valley’s stellar 
wineries. 

And when you step inside the Territorial Highway 
location, the presence of stemware and artistic beers might 
lead you to double check you didn’t end up at King Estate. 

Co-founder and co-owner Doug Coombs says he wants 
people to walkin and know they’re not at a typical brewery. 
He wants that atmosphere to encourage people to open 
their minds about new ways of thinking about beer; it’s 
the sort of beer you can bring to a nice dinner. 

Soit’s no surprise that when it says it wants to adapt to 
social distancing measures, Alesong Brewing and Blending 
is taking a page out of the winery book: a guided tour of the 
brewery to make tasting an adventure. And despite Gov. 
Kate Brown’s COVID-19 freezes, Alesong has expanded its 
business to 5th Street Public Market, taking over where 
the Sweet Cheeks on 5th tasting room once was. 

With its brewery in wine country, it makes sense that 
there’s a lot of care and time invested to brew Alesong’s 
beer. Co-founder and co-owner Matt Van Wyk says a 
typical craft beer can take around three weeks to make, 
but an Alesong brew can spend from eight months to a 
couple of years in an oak barrel. “The cool thing about 
our brewery is that we can blend different barrels like a 
winery does to get the flavors we want,” he adds.

- Barry Lopez, 
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offered a tribute he would have loved. Just a few months 
before his death, forest fires caused in part by climate 
change damaged his home at Finn Rock on the McKenzie 
River. Forced to move into Eugene, he lost manuscripts 
and precious documents in the blaze, but even then, 
suffering from prostate cancer, he was intent on rebuilding.

Coombs says the goal of Alesong is to instill a similar 
respect to beer that people have for wine. “We can get more 
complexity out of here than other craft beer,” he adds. 

There’s a cost for that complexity, though. 

Coombs says during the pandemic, like other breweries 
that rely on sales in bottle shops such as 16 Tons 18th 
Avenue, their product hasn’t been moving that fast. And 
when people shop in places like grocery stores, they often 
gravitate toward the six-pack they’re comfortable with. 
So Alesong has opened the tasting room at 5th Street 
Market as a way to reach new customers. 

“With the new construction that’s happening over 
there, we’re thrilled to move in,” Coombs says. “It’s risky 
with COVID-19. If the state restricts us even more, it’ll be 
hard, but we'll get through it.” 

For people who want to explore Alesong’s beers and 
learn about the complexities of the craft while surrounded 
by the serene scenery of the Willamette Valley, the company 
also offers customers guided tastings at its Territorial 
Highway location. The state’s current social distance 
measures have put the tastings on hold. 

Van Wyk says Alesong’s tasting room manager will 
walk customers through the history of the company, an 
in-depth look at the company’s cellar and howthe company 
makes its beer. The tasting is $25 per person and $50 
for the upgraded version that includes paired food. The 
tasting is an hour long but customers can then take their 
drinks outside to the patio, which has a tent and heater. 

“It’s going to give people a more intimate look of who 
we are because our beer takes more explanation than

say a pilsner or an IPA,” Van Wyk says. “Also the biggest 
thing it does is keep us a little safer and our staff safer 
because we don’t have people packing in here when it’s 
cold and raining outside.” 

Van Wyk says they’ve always wanted to offer guided 
tastings, and COVID-19 forced them to put it together. 
By inviting people to the brewery, it allows customers to 
sit back, enjoy the scenery and talk beer. 

“We don’t just sling beers here as fast as we can,” Van 
Wyk says. “We’d rather chat and tell people about our 
inspiration for our beers and why we wait 18 months for 
abeer to be complete after aging.” =

on Facebook that she feels “things are so out of whack, 
so dangerous, that we need every community leading 
in the best way we can.” Given her strong social media 
presence, it's like she never left.

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Who Wants to Be 
Springfield’s Next Mayor? 


OREGON’S NINTH LARGEST CITY HAS BEEN WITHOUT A MAYOR, BUT TWO COUNCILORS 
ARE MAKING THEIR CASES TO BE APPOINTED 


or more than four months, Springfield has 
been without a mayor — ever since longtime 
mayor Christine Lundberg abruptly 
resigned in August. Council President Joe 
Pishioneri took on acting mayoral duties, 
but anew mayorwill be appointed sometime 
in January 2021. The person stepping into 
the largely ceremonial role can set a political vision for the 
city as it deals with big issues and experiences a change 
in demographics. 

The city charter prohibits a special election to replace 
Lundberg, sothe next mayor could be one of two councilors: 
Ward 4’s Leonard Stoehr, who was elected to council in 2016 
and re-elected this year, and Ward l’s Sean VanGordon, a 
councilor since 2011. Pishioneri applied but after community 
pressure, he said he would withdraw to focus on his ward. 

Stoehr and VanGordon are hoping to guide the city 
as it addresses police reform, economic development 
and a pandemic-affected budget. They offer different 
paths: Stoehr says he’d deviate from Springfield’s pro- 
development path and keep the city affordable and not 
favor projects that could displace residents. VanGordon 
says he wants to keep the city on the path it’s been on for 
the past decade, saying he envisions keeping its spirit of 
creative solutions and partnerships. They both support 
some sort of police reform and transparency measures. 

Stoehr says the city is encouraging business interests 
to the point that it’s excluding Springfield’s residents. 
The city has always been a blue collar town, he says, but 
it’s facing gentrification, and some long-term residents 
are being forced out. 

“T would use, for example, the Patrician Mobile Home 
Park, whose landlord was asking to rezone his mobile home 
park, so he could sell it to a developer,” Stoehr says. “So 
the long-term ramifications of that are going to be the 
residents will be displaced.” 

Stoehr says lower income residents in Glenwood were 
threatened with the indoor track, a multi-use athletic 
building whose proposed location was in the area. The 
project didn’t receive enough support from members of 
the Springfield Economic Development Agency and is 
on hiatus. And there’s been talk of a conference center. 
He says he’s not against the projects as long as they

don’t negatively affect local neighborhoods and housing 
affordability, but the problem is that they would have 
an immediate adverse effect on neighboring residents. 

But Stoehr says he isn’t against development and looks 
to the Main Street renaissance as a model. “What we did 
largely was to get out of the way,” he says. “In terms of 
incentives and tax breaks, they were minimal. I would 
contrast that with enterprise zones we have granted to 
larger corporations that took advantage of the tax break 
and when it expired, they went off to other cities.” 

Over the next six to nine months, VanGordon says 
the city has a lot to grapple with: COVID-19, the budget, 
recovery from the Holiday Farm Fire, the economy, politics 
from the mayoral vacancy and policing. It’s a lot of work 
to get back to normal, but he says he wants to make 
Springfield a community of choice. 

“This is a diverse community, and it has room for 
everybody in it,” VanGordon says. “I want to do the hard 
work to work with the community and really create a 
home. We want people to have their careers here. We 
want people to start their companies here.” 

VanGordon says the city has some serious financial 
problems ahead. He’s been a part of council during previous 
budget hardship periods, and he says it requires some 
difficult conversations and putting some projects on hold. 

But it can be an opportunity for creativity, and the 
city has a track record of accomplishing a lot through 
creative means, he says: From buying used street lamps 
for downtown from San Diego for a third of the cost of 
new ones to finding money for library cards for children 
not in the city limits, he says he wants to keep Springfield 
on the creative solution path. 

“The last 10 years was a great foundation for the next 10 
years,” VanGordon says. “It’s going to look and feel alittle 
bit different for people. That doesn’t mean we’re going to 
lose the spirit of the community, the practicality or the 
‘say yes’ attitude that makes Springfield a special place.” 

Mayoral duties include tie breaking, delivering 
the annual “State of the City” and setting agendas in 
consultation with the council president, according to 
the city charter. 

The next mayoral term is considered vacant 10 days 
after Jan. 4, 2021, when elected officials in Springfield

are sworn in. City spokesperson Amber Fossen says the 
council could vote on appointing Stoehr or VanGordon 
immediately after Jan. 14 or at the next regular meeting, Jan. 
19. The next mayoral election would be in 2022. Whoever is 
appointed will leave a vacancy on the council, which won’t 
be filled until March 1 at the earliest, according to Fossen. 

Pishioneri applied for the appointment, but at an Oct. 
19 City Council meeting, he said he wouldn’t pursue it 
because his ward had just re-elected him. His decision 
came after several community members questioned 
whether the Brady-listed former law enforcement officer 
should be mayor, referencing his resignation from Lane 
County Sheriff’s Department after the county district 
attorney’s investigation said he probably committed 
theft and misled investigators. 

Community members speaking out about Pishioneri 
came shortly after the city began its investigation into 
police conduct at a Black Unity protest in the Thurston 
area, a chapter in the city’s ongoing conversation on 
police reform. 

VanGordon says he recognizes the difficulty in talking 
about reform in a city where there is a lot of support for 
the police. But he says the city should offer its residents 
transparency and be clear on police procedures. As an 
example, he references the police body cam program, which 
starts February 2021. “One of the questions people have 
is they want to have a clear answer to what the policies 
surrounding them are,” he says. “When those policies are 
ready, let’s just put them on the website.” 

According to Lane County Election’s precinct data, the 
2020 November election sawalargeincreasein voter support 
for the Democratic presidential candidate, suggesting the 
city could be in the midst of a demographic change. 

That doesn’t translate into support for huge changes in 
police reform, Stoehr says. But he adds that speakers at City 
Council meetings are calling for accountability, transparency 
and the 8 Can’t Wait reform measures endorsed by former 
President Barack Obama. And it’s not coming from people 
who live in Eugene attending the meetings. 

“?’'m encouraged in my belief that the younger people 
that are speaking in favor of police accountability are 
the younger generation and will be taking a more active 
approach in public affairs herein Springfield,” Stoehr says. =

COVID-19 has had its impact here, too, says Dick Lamster 
of the Lane County Audubon Society. A greatly reduced 
number of field counters on Sunday will form 27 teams 
and cover a 15-mile diameter. The circle will extend north 
to the edge of Eugene Airport, east to I-5, west to the edge 
of Fern Ridge Reservoir and south to Spencer Butte. The 
field counter positions are filled up, but you can participate 
as ahome counter. Lane Audubon’s Marcia Maffei says 84 
households have so far signed up, and there’s room for 
more. Given the rainy forecast for Sunday, home counting 
may be the best way to count the native birds, those that 
recently have migrated from California or those that may 
have been displaced by the Holiday Farm Fire. 

The Eugene Christmas Bird Count with the 
National Audubon Society is Sunday, Jan. 3. All slots 
for field counters are full, but you can still sign up to 
be a home counter. If you’re interested, email Marcia 
Maffei at Birds2Count@gmail.com or Dick Lamster at 
MaeveAndDick@q.com.

THREE LANE COUNTY ARTISTS SHARE THEIR STORIES OF LIFE IN 2020 


ven without a pandemic to 
contend with, artists struggle. 
The difficulty is associated 
with both making art and 
making a living. The living 
part is always a bit of risk, 
since artists often produce 
highly personal work before sending it out 
into the world to see if it resonates. 

For the last nine months, they have largely 
had to send their work out into a world gone 
virtual. 

A flat screen doesn’t cut it for Wendy 
Huhn, a fabric and multimedia artist who lives 
and works in the foothills of Mount Zion. Huhn 
describes her art as “mixed media textiles and 





other curiosities.” Her works are assembled 
in a semi-random manner, and each one is 
inspired by a phrase or word. 

She was set to be in a three-person ret- 
rospective when COVID-19 struck. To put it 
mildly, she was not pleased when the museum 
she’d rather not name canceled the exhibit, 
with no prospect of holding it again, apart 
from being online. 

“My work doesn’t work virtually,” she says. 

Huhn’s medium is paint, printing and em- 
broidery. She also incorporates a menagerie 
of other materials that it’s taken her alifetime 
to collect. She has given art workshops around 
the country and the world, and has scouted 
out antique or junk shops wherever she’s 
gone. Her collection includes a 75-year-old 
coloring book, antique toys and outdated 
medical texts. 

When quarantining began, she made a 
decision. She would keep regular hours even 
if she had no deadlines to meet. She stays in 
her studio from the morning to 6 pm daily, 
using the time to take stock and reorganize 
her inventory. 

She also taught herself something she’s 
always wanted to learn — how to cast objects. 
Huhn is not sure yet what to do with the mul- 
tiple forms of a ceramic cat she’s made. But 
having learned to cast, she looks forward to 
working more in three dimensions. 

Christopher St. John lives and works 
in Eugene and is represented by three out- 
of-town galleries: Rowboat Gallery in Pacific 
City, Eutectic in Portland and Biz’Art-Biz’Art 
gallery in Le Vaudioux, France. 

He started as a figurative painter but two 
years ago stopped painting to learn ceramics. 
Since then he has been selling his ceramic 
bowls, cups and sculptures at festivals such 
as Eugene’s Art in the Park or Portland’s Ce- 
ramic Showcase. 

These festivals and lots of others have 
been canceled due to the COVID-19 pandemic. 
Though many have moved online, St. John 
misses interacting with people in the festi- 
val setting. And from a buyer’s perspective, 
browsing online is not as personalor satisfying 
an experience as buying art directly from the 
person who made it.

St. John’s art has a connecting theme, 
that of stewardship of the environment. He 
wants to encourage people “to see them- 
selves as animals.” His drawings, paintings 
and ceramics lovingly represent different 
species of animals, including sometimes 
human ones. His style ranges from children’s 
bookillustration to gestural expressionism, 
depending on the medium. 

When festivals first started shutting down, 
St. John says he became depressed about how 
to move forward. Now he’s back in “survival 
mode,” staying afloat with production and 
outreach. He has two shows coming up in 
February in Portland and also multiple resi- 
dencies for the coming year. 

He believes more strongly than ever in the 
purpose of his art, the message of steward- 
ship. As he puts it, “We have to care for each 
other’s well being.” 

Pete Goldlust says he can’t keep himself 
from telling artists that public art is a great 
way to make a living. Usually he works with 
government agencies in conjunction with 
the one percent rule for art, where money for 
art is set aside in the construction of public 
buildings. A benefit of working in this niche, 
he says, is that the submission process is not 
tied to current events. Timelines are normally 
scheduled for years in advance to match those 
of construction projects. 

Goldlust has submitted about 60 applica- 
tions for different commissions, a time-con- 
suming effort on its own. He was chosen asa 
finalist by ProMedica Toledo Hospital. But 
the committee ultimately didn’t select him. 

Immediately after his application was re- 
jected, though, a member on the selection 
committee, the hospital’s public art director 
Valerie Thompson, contacted him with an 
offer. She liked his playful and surreal style 
of art. Though his figures are highly stylized 
and executed with simple lines, his approach 
is often complicated by the subject matter, 
which in conjunction with flat, bold colors, can 
read as robots or humans on wheels, jellyfish 
and other sea creatures or machines. 

Thompson hired Goldlust to work on a 
special rushed mural. The project she had 
in mind, a nine-story stairwell and hallway, 
was inspired by notes received from patients 
expressing thanks to hospital staff. 

Now Goldlust is working on the biggest 
assignment of his life. 

On Election Day, he and his wife, Melanie 
Germond, a Ridgeline Montessori Charter 
School art teacher, and their two children 
got ona plane to Ohio. Anticipating uproar 
over election results, the airline they took 
cut off access to the internet. The family was 
“super nervous” travelling. It was their first 
time doing so since the start of COVID-19. 

Goldust hadn't planned to fly across the 
country to work in a hospital during a pan- 
demic. But he feels lucky now, he says, to be 
busy and distracted by the work. =

If that lesbian friend of yours isn’t willing to listen to you because you're straight, DRAMA, 
she’s not going to listen to my gay ass. So | shared your email with three lesbian friends of mine 
— think of them of a three-member circuit court of lesbian appeals — in the hopes that your 
lesbian would listen to their asses. 

“Are lesbian relationships drama?” asked Tracey “Peaches” Cataldo, the executive director of 
the HUMP! Film Festival. “No. Maybe lesbian relationships are high intensity. The shared experience 
of being gay, being women, communicating too much about everything — | mean, the U-Haul jokes 
resonate for a reason. However, big feelings and big commitments don’t mean big drama. In my 
own experience lesbian drama involves disagreeing about how many coats of paint are needed on 
a bathroom wall or one person wanting to fuck when the other wants to watch The Crown. It’s not 
normal for lesbian relationship ‘drama’ to require 911 calls, and it’s definitely not okay for said dra- 
ma to look like a cycle of violence or result in trauma. Don’t confuse drama for passion.” 

“Pm not sure lesbian relationships are any more drama than any other relationships,” said 
Katie Herzog, freelance dog ball journalist (really) and cohost of the Blocked and Reported pod- 
cast, “but considering the surprisingly high rates of intimate partner violence in lesbian relation- 
ships, they might actually be. Still, just because some lesbian relationships are drama doesn’t 
mean that all lesbian relationships are drama. Personally, | was involved in my fair share of soap 
operas as a young dyke, including once dating a woman who said she was possessed by a demon. 
(She was, the demon was coke.) But as an adult, the biggest drama in my relationship is The 
Undoing on Sunday nights on HBO. Either way, DRAMA’s friend’s relationship sounds unhealthy, 
and that’s not a lesbian thing.” 

“Drama is saying your ex looked cute the last time you saw them on your current’s birthday,” 
said Cameron Esposito, the comedian and host of the podcast Queery. “Lesbian drama is saying 
that while watching The L Word: Generation Q. Seems more like DRAMA’s pal may be in a cycle 
of abuse — using the clues of police, restraining orders and a feeling that one cannot do better. 
From my own experience, abuse isn’t something a friend can stop, and DRAMA’s best option here 
may be to suggest a support group — perhaps offer to attend with her — and then lovingly de- 
tach from fixing this. Not because DRAMA doesn’t care but because we cannot control the lives 
of the ones we love.” 

Thank you for your service, lesbians, I'll take it from here. 

OK, DRAMA, I'll explain the “price of admission” concept: You see, there are always gonna 
be things about someone that get on your nerves and/or certain needs a romantic partner can- 
not meet — sexual or emotional — but if they’re worth it, if that person has other qualities or 
strengths that compensate for their inability to, say, fill the dishwasher correctly or their disin- 
terest in butt stuff, then clearing up after dinner or going without anal is the price of admission 
you have to pay to be with that person. And those are reasonable prices to pay. But putting up 
with abuse — physical or emotional — isn’t a price that anyone should pay to be in a relationship. 

And the price of admission doesn’t just apply to romantic relationships, DRAMA. So if putting 
up with this drama isn’t a price you're willing to pay to be friends with this woman, you can refuse to 
pay it — meaning, you have every right to end this friendship if drama is all you're getting out of it. 

Ending the friendship might actually help your lesbian friend. People who confuse drama for 
passion often get off on having an audience, DRAMA, and always being available for a friend like 
that — always making yourself available for their drama — can have the opposite of its intended 
effect. So by dropping everything and rushing your friend’s side every time the shit hits the fan 
could be creating a perverse incentive for your friend to stay in this shitty relationship. In cases 
like this, DRAMA, detaching — like Cameron suggested — isn’t just the right thing to do for your- 
self but the right thing to do for your friend as well. Because once she sees there’s no audience 
she might decide to end the show.

m a 35-year-old gay cis woman in New Jersey. I've been in a wonderful relationship with an 
amazing woman since April. In typical lesbian fashion, she moved in over the summer and 
we've been inseparable ever since. My problem is that my sister and her nine-year-old son 
have been living in my home for the last four years. She has a ton of drama with her ex — her 
son’s father — and just this past week my girlfriend had her first interaction with the Depart- 
ment of Children and Family Services because of their drama. I’m used to it at this point, but 
it freaked my girlfriend out. When I purchased my home, | invited my sister to move in to help 
her get on her feet. It also meant I could try for a closer relationship to my nephew. She was 
going to finish her nursing degree so she could support herself and her son. Four years later, 
she’s still an LPN and still living in my home with her bad attitude and so much drama. Last 
night, she had a huge argument with my girlfriend while | was at work — I’m an ICU nurse and! 
work overnight — and she told my GF that I don't spend enough time with her or her son since 
we started dating and she’s sad because she has no help, no friends, no blah blah blah. | need 
to cut the cord! | want a family and kids of my own, and I’m planning to propose in the next few 
months. I love my sister, | do, and for years I've been there to help pick up the pieces from her 
shitty choices, but now is my time to prioritize myself and my happiness. How do I make her see 
that without making her feel like I’m abandoning her and her son? 

Worried And Perplexed 


Even if there was some way to ask your sister to move out that didn’t make her feel like you 
were abandoning her and her son, WAP, she would still do everything in her power to make you 
feel like you were abandoning them. She knows that if she can make you bad enough, and if she 
can sow enough discord between you and your girlfriend, she won't have to get her own place 
or stand on her own two feet. So brace yourself for a lot of drama, WAP, and be unambiguous 
and firm: set a reasonable date for her to find her own place, offer whatever financial help you 
reasonably can, and make sure your nephew has your number. It sounds like he’s going to need 
someplace safe to run away to in a year or two — or in a month or two — and here’s hoping your 
girlfriend has it in her heart to be there for him the way you have.
